Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the sub-combination claims (1- 
20) recite the claimed structure in greater detail than do the combination claims 21-35. 
For example, claim 21 does not contain any of the detailed limitations recited in claim 1 
with regard to the location of the first isolating valve and the further isolating valve. 
Many other more detailed limitations are recited in claim 1 and the examiner will not 
belabor the point here. The subcombination has separate utility such as a fluid 
distribution system of generic utility for distributing fluid to any fluid using system from a 
central location.

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable.
